WENDOVER, Utah (AP) - A 


futile and agonizing 119-mile 
ride acmes the scorching desert 
to save the life of little Jimmy 
Carlos was made in vain, pos- 
sibly because of a flat tire. 


Jimmy. 14. had just finished 


taking a shower and came out 
of the bathroom at his home 
gasping for breath. 


When Deputy Sheriff Marion 


Carter and state Highway 
Patrolman Scott Sparks ar- 
rived at the home, they reviv- 
ed Jimmy but determined 
that he needed hospital care. 


Two weeks earlier. Jimmy 


swallowed an accidental over- 
dose of family prescription 
and was flown to a Salt Lake 


City hospital where doctors 
revived him. 


Tuesday, however, Wendo- 


ver's only ambulance driver 
*as out of town, so the 
officers, with the boy's moth- 
er, put the gasping Jimmy in 
C a r t e r *s oxygen-equipped 
cruiser for the ride across the 
Great Salt Lake Desert to a 
hospital in Tooele, 100 miles 
away. 


Wendover. directly west of 


Salt Lake City, is tucked 
along the Nevada-Utah bor- 
der. 


Four miles out of Wendover. 


a tire blew. 


Carter called for help on his 


radio as the precious oxygen 
ran out. 


Jimmy struggled for life. 


His mother was frantic watch- 
ing him thrash about the 
cruiser's rear seat. 


Spare Used 


The car's spare tire had 


been used three days earner 
after another tire blew out on 
the hot desert pavement. 


Meanwhile, Sparks ran to a 


nearby potash plant for a 
bottle of industrial oxygen. He 
made the trip three times in 
temperatures believed more 
than 100 degrees. 


Jimmy revived to a state of 


semiconsckmsness as another 
cruiser arrived, and the ride 


to T o o e l e continued. But 
Sparks suffered a mild heart 
attack due to exhaustion, and 
he needed oxygen. He shared 
Jimmy's. 


When they arrived at the 


hospital Jimmy was dead. 


Carter later said he was 


told by service station attend- 
ants that the car tire had 
been deliberately slashed with 
a sharp object. 


Carter said Jimmy died 


because someone cut the tire 
on purpose, just enough to 
have it fail when he needed it 
the most. 


"We don't alwavs wr:te tick- 


ets." 
Carter said. "We do 


sometimes try to save lives."

MADISON — Repeated and 


widespread 
evasion of state 


purchasing and bidding rules by 
agencies — including the De- 
partment 
of Administration's'the future, 


own bureau of purchases — has 
been charged in a legislative 
audit. 


State law requiring competi- 


tive bidding on purchases total- 
ing more than $3.000 is being 
ignored and rules are being bent 
throughout the state to avoid 
compliance with strict bidding 
and purchase procedures, re- 
ported State Auditor Robert 
Ringwood. 


High on the list of violators of 


state purchase rules is the 
University of Wisconsin-Osh- 
kosh, which repeatedly violated 
state standards in its business 
practices, he reported. 


The report marked another 


blow at the Department of 
Administration and its purchas- 
ing bureau headed by John 
Short. Short's bureau handles 
state lease and rental agree- 
ments as well, some of which 
have come into question in 
recent weeks as a result of 
press probes of state real estate 
practices. 


Uttle Effort 


Ringwood reported to Gov 


Patrick J Lucey that the bu- 
reau of purchases makes little 
effort to follow up on its own 
directives and the audit state 
agencies to insure that purchas- 
ing rules are being followed 


Ringwood's audit revealed a 


wide range of violations of the 
letter and spirit of state bidding 
procedures, i n c l u d i n g high 
p r i c e d remodeling contracts 
awarded by state agencies with- 
out competitive bidding to arti- 
ficial purchase contracts award- 
ed by the UW at a $2,900 level;

that raised the total size of the 
purchase w i t h o u t involving 
competitive bidding. 


In one instance reported by 


Ringwood, a $2900 UW contract 
grew to $133,000 with no bidding 
involved.

Ringwood reported as well 


that state agencies are entering 
long-term l e a s e agreements 
which obligate future legisla- 
tures for payments and which 
may cost state taxpayers more 
than outright equipment pur- 
chases would. 


The Department of Transpor- 


tation leased electronic data 
processing equipment for a five- 
year term at a total cost of 
almost $4.1 million, said Ring- 
wood. The action was taken 


without competitive bidding or 
executive approval. Ringwood 
reported. 


The Department of Admini- 


stration leased printing equip- 
ment for a total cost of more 
than $660.000 for a five-year 
riod. he added. No limits exist 
on the amount of equipment 
agencies can lease or purchase 
on an installment payment 
basis, presenting major prob-

McGovern Says He's Behind 
Eagleton 1,000 Per Cent'

spite concern from some of his 
supporters around the country 
that Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton's 
place on the Democr?tic tic'?»t 
jeopardizes George McGovern's 
chances of beating President 
Nixon, the South Dakota sena- 
tor says he has no intention of 
changing running mates 


"I'm 1,000 per cent for Tom 


Eagleton and I have no in- 
tention of dropping him from 
the ticket." McGovern said in a 
brief statement Wednesday. 


That has been his position 


since he first learned Tuesday 
the details of Eagleton's medi- 
;cal history, which includes vis- 
its to the hospital in 1960, 1964 
and 1966 for nervous exhaustion 
and fatigue 


Eagleton had been under the 


treatment of a psychiatrist, and 
on two of the occasions re-

ments. 


McGovern said he was re- 


peating his endorsement of 
Eagleton "to assort no misun- 
derstanding on my part." 


But as McGovern was com- 


posing his statement from his 
vacation cabin at Sylvan Lake

Troy asked Eagleton to "vol- 


untarily resign your nomination 
and permit our party to put 
this issue to rest so that the 
election may be decided on 
whether Sen McGovem would 
make a better candidate and 
not on whether vou are quali- 
fied and capable to serve as 
vice president." 


Troy was also believed to 


have telephoned McGovern at 
his mountain cabin Wednesday 
apprising him of the telegram 
to Eagleton.

"It was decided he would be 


transferred from the astronaut 
office." said a spokesman. Jack 
Riley. "He was offered this as- 
signment and he accepted." 


Asked if this means Scott had 


no choice about remaining an 
astronaut. Riley said: "That's 
right." 


Scott was dropped on the first 


anniversary date of his Apollo 
15 mission to the moon. 


Officials said he had no com- 


ment on the announcement.

gasping for breath. 


When Deputy Sheriff Marion 


Carter and state Highway 
Patrolman Scott Sparks ar- 
rived at the home, they reviv- 
ed Jimmy but determined 
that he needed hospital care. 


Two weeks earlier. Jimmy 


swallowed an accidental over- 
dose of family prescription 
and was flown to a Salt Lake 


City hospital where doctors 
revived him. 


Tuesday, however. Wendo- 


ver's only ambulance driver 
was out of town, so the 
officers, with the boy's moth- 
er, put the gasping Jimmy in 
C a r t e r *s oxygen-equipped 
cruiser for the ride across the 
Great Salt Lake Desert to a 
hospital in Tooele, 100 miles 
away. 


Wendover. directly west of 


Salt Lake City, is tucked 
along the Nevada-Utah bor- 
der. 


Four miles out of Wendover. 


a tire blew. 


Carter called for help on his 


radio as the precious oxygen 
ran out. 


Jimmy struggled for bfe. 


His mother was frantic watch- 
ing him thrash about the 
cruiser's rear seat. 


Spare Used 


The car's spare tire had 


been used three days earlier 
after another tire blew out on 
the hot desert pavement. 


Meanwhile. Sparks ran to a 


nearby potash plant for a 
bottle of industrial oxygen. He 
made the trip three times in 
temperatures believed 
more 


than 100 degrees. 


Jimmy revived to a state of 


semiconsciousness as another 
cruiser arrived, and the ride 


to T o o e l e continued. But 
Sparks suffered a mild heart 
attack due to exhaustion, and 
he needed oxygen. He shared 
Jimmy's. 


When they arrived at the 


hospital. Jimmy was dead. 


Carter later said he was 


told by service station attend- 
ants that the car tire had 
been deliberately slashed with 
a sharp object. 


Carter said Jimmy died 


because someone cut the tire 
on purpose, just enough to 
have it fail when he needed it 
the most.

Ambassador V.V'.iam J. 


Porter had urged acceptance of 
the cease-fire, saying: ""There 
seems to be no more com- 
pelling task for us than that of 
ending the killing and doing so 
as soon as we can. Cease-fire is 
the key." 


Porter said an end to the 


shooting would enhance the 
prospects for political negotn- 
tion. 


Immediate End 


But Thuy said that if the 


United States really wants to 
negotiate seriously 
it should 


"put an immediate end to the 
mining and blockade of North 
Vietnamese ports. ID its bomb- 
ing raids—particularlv to those 
against dikes and dams ... It 
should stop all its acis of gen- 
ocidal war in South Vietnam.'

election administration. Once the state 
permitted adventurers to seek party 
nominations in rival columns. simul-! 
taneously. That was abandoned long 
ago. Once some responsible persons 
suggested that men who offer them- 
selves for the nominations of parties, 
should offer some proof of their partisan, 
affiliation. That was rejected out of 
hand. There is no chance, we would 
hope, that we will require a partisan 
public declaration by the private voter 
as a condition to the use of a ballot, 
whatever- the overheated philosophers 
in the humidity of Miami thought to 
contrive.
